ittnew poll dating ‘below the surface’ 


NEW YORK — Only I S'pcrcem'of 
Americans believe in all Ten 
Commandments. Most workers admit to 
goofing off for about seven hours a week, 
and almost half .say (hey regularly eall [n 
sick when they're not. Ninety-one percent 
of us lie regularly, at work and at home. 

But Americans can still tell the truth 
when no one's watching or ILsiening. That, 
at iea.st, is the assumption of “The Day 
America Told the Truth." a new book based 
on ah extensive opinion survey that gave 
panicipanu a guarantee of anonymity. 

According to the survey, one in five 
Americans say they lost their virginity 
before they were 13. One in six adults say 
they were physically abused as children, 
and one in seven say they were sexually 


abused^ Twenty percent of women say they 
were r^>ed by (heir dates. A third of AIDS 
carriers have not told their spouses or 
lovers. 

"There’s a lot of bod news," says James 
Patterson, who wrote the book with Peter 
Kim, a .fcllow executive at the J. Wolier 
Thompson advertising ogency. 

“In looking at consumer research, we felt 
something was going on below the .surface." 
Patierson'soid in an interview. So Kim 
designed a survey to get people to unburden 
themselves of their feelings about personal 
and moral .Issues in near total tuionymiiy. 

During one week late lost fall, more than 
2.000 people selected at random gathered at 
50 sites around the nation. 

.They were paid SS or SIO. and spent 
about 90 minutes writing answers to 1.800 
questions. 


They completed'the forms in privacy and 
dropp^ them unsigned Into a locked box. . 

The poll has a margin of error of .2 
percent to 4 percent.

After the brief meeting with Bush, 
the finance leaders moved across the 
street for six hours of discussion and 
then lute Sunday issued a joint state- 
ment that essentially papered over 
policy differences that existed be- 
tween Ihc United Stales and Japan 
and Ocmiany. 

The communique was filed with 
vague promises — but no specific 


commitments for action such us co- 
ordinated global interest rate cuts. 

The statement said the seven na- 
tions had agreed "to monitor the sit- 
uation clo.sely and to take actions os 
needed with a view to achieving a 
sound recovery and a growing world 
economy." Those actions were not 
spelled out. 

Striking a hopeful note, the fi- 
nance officials said there wc^re 
".signs of perspective economic re- 
covery and lower inflation in those 
countries which arc in recession,"

WASHINGTON — Tire military's 
complete or, partial control over 
-more than I million .square miles of 
airspace, perhaps including the Say- 
lor Creek Bombing Range in 
Owyhee County, could be rcNtrictcd 
under u bill introduced in the U.S. 
Senate last week. 

Sen. Harry Reid, D-Nev., pro- 
posed legislation that would require 
the Federal Aviation Administration 
to evaluate the military's claim to ra-: 
stricicd airspace. ^ 

If the FAA finds that the miliuiry 
is not using certain portions of its 
ajpipace. its control would be re- 
voked under Reid's initiative. 

If passed, the measure would also 
limit the mililuiy's ability to take 
control of uddilionul airspace, and 
would require a period of lime to al- 
low the publig to comment before 
any such control could be granted. 

Tliat additional restricted airspace 
was a major point of coniention in 
the Air, Force's attempt lo expand the 
Saylor Creek range in 1989. The ser- 
vice eventually withdrew the 
proposal. 

In Nevada, over which lire Air 
Force and the Nav.y already control 
40 percent of tire airspace, the mili- 
tary has indicated plans to take over 
hundreds of thousands of acres of 
additional airspace. Rcid .said. 

"Tlicre musi be a program of pub- 
lic involvement before the military 
can take more of our airspace.” he 
said, 

"Tlinl is, they should give up 
airspace they're not using, have en- 
vironmental impact studies prepared 
to .sec what it docs to tho-environ> 
ment^ and get public input." 

Currently, the FAA and the federal 
Department of Transportation can 
jointly grant the military control of 
any airspace.

KETCHUM - Restrictions placed on 
Kctchum Ranger District lands lost summer 
lo control long-tcnn camping caused by n 
lack of affoniablc housing will be enforced 
again this .summer. 

30 re- 
stricts overnight camping lo no more than 
five days, on most of the district, and two 
days in the Trail Creek and Corral Creek 
dniitrages. 

The order was established after the I'orcst 
Service discovered 150 people camping 
scmi-pcrmancnily on the district, inany of 
them workers in the Sun Volley resort area 
who were unable to find affordable liou.sing. 

"1 feel a lot belter about our situation than 
I did last year at this lime," said Kctchum 
District Ranger Alan Pinkerton. 

Hie pace of the local economy has slowed 
considerably from last yearri^nkciton point- 
ed out, and local govemmenLs have token 
some steps toward addressing their housing 
shoriages. 

"But r think it may be premature to re- 
^nd the order." Pinkerton .said. 

The special order' also affects ciunping on 
the nci^boring Fairfield 'Ranger District 


and, the Sawtooth NaiionaJ Recreation Area. 
Campers who siay on the Kctchum Ranger 
Di.slrict for up to five d.iy.s. cannot camp 
again on ’any of the three districts for 28 
days. 

Tlic restrictions are meant to control .(he 
damage caused by campers .staying in one 
pla'cc for a long period of lime, Pinkerton 
explained. 

Hic camping limits are also expected to 
help open up some campsites for weekend 
visitors to the Sun Valley area. Few .such 
sites were available Iwfore the restrictions 
went into effect lust summer. 

A special FiTrcst'Servico law enforcement 
officer, authorized to carry a firearm and 
make arrests, will be patrolling the Kctchum 
Ranger District this summer and enforcing 
Ihc camping rules. 

"All across the forest we're seeing an in- 
crca.scd level of use." said Pinkerton. "An 
increased law enforcement presence is need- 
ed out in the field. We're hearing that from 
all of our customers."

In all the limes Steve Symms has run 
for public olTice. no ono-cver-had-any 
doubt that the Republican would be in 
the campaign. 

He has announced early, campaigned' 
hard and never lost in the dozen times 
his name has bcenjJiv Idaho's primary or 
general election ballots. 

That’s why many people took his cau- 
tious stand last week, when asked 
whether he’ll seek a third term in the 
,.U.S. Senate, as o'strong hint that he will 
, not. 

Symms is not a cautious type. He’s, 
one of those like-him-or-you-don’t indi- 
viduals who leave few people ncuiml. 

The day after four-term Democratic 
Rep. Richard Sullings announced he’s 
- gearing up for n campaign against 
Symms next year, Symms himself 
wasn’t ready to irrevocably declare that 
he will be the candidate. 

Symms has been in pfficc a long time. 

It will be 20 years in Congress by the 
end of his current term, eight years as 
Idaho’s 1st District congressman and 12 
years in the Senate. 

There's an old saying in politics that 
your friends elect you to .oHIce, but after 
that you accumulate enemies. 

The longer you serve, the more' ene- 
mies mount up. .

And if the negotiators have any doubt 
about that, there is copious supporting evi- 
dence. * 

Americans have learned, through repeated 
episodes such os the Exxon Valdez spill, to 
-give-veryditUexredibility.to.corporatC'Wail-— 
ing about environmental controls. 

Last year, for example, a survey by two 
wiling companies, one Democratic ond one 
Republican, asked more than 1,000 regis- 
ter^ voters this question; 

”Soy there were three rcscorch scientists - 
one from the federal government; one from 
a major corporation; ond one from an envi- 
ronmental group - each expressing a difTer-- 
enl point of view obout a major environmen- 
tal issue. 

Which person would you be inclined to 
rely on most?” 

Sixty-eight percent said the environmental 
group, 15 percent the federal government, . 
ond 6 percent the corporation. 

Sixty-six percent thought there was loo 
little environmental regulation, 19 percent 
that there was obout the right amount, and 
only 9 percent thought there wos too much. 

Industry officials, ond odministmtion 
spokesmen for the post dccodc-plus, have 
asserted that the price of protecting the envi- 
ronment is lost jobs and retarded economic 
progress. 

Asked whether we should be willing to 
sacrifice environmental quality forcconom- 
’ ic growth or vice versa, 72 percent said sac- 
rifice growth rather thon endanger the envi- 
ronment. 

The Exxon Valdez spill was exactly the 
kind of disaster predicted when the Aloska 
pipeline was first proposed, and the narrow 
Valdez fiord with its tricky approach Was 
chosen as the terminal.

Despite those warnings, when no major 
catastrophe took place in the eariy years of 
the pipeline’s operation, stand-by clean-up 
crews were let go and equipment was moth- 
balled.

Salvadoran accords hold promise

SAN SALVADOR. El Salvador 
— • Accords between the government 
' and leflLu rebek on constitutional rc- 
■ forms have provided such momen-' 
turn to the peace proces.s that an end 
to the It -year-old civil war could be 
imminent. 

"My estimation of this round of 
_ talks is very optimistic. It should 
• lead the way to a successful conclu- 
sion.” said Alvaro dc Soto, the usual- 
ly circumspect U.N. mediuior of the 
■yc.ar-old negotiations. 

He commented Saturday night in 
Mexico City after he ond representa- 
tives of the rightist government of 
President Alfredo Crisiiani and the 
■guerrilla ormy announced ogrcc- 
tnenis forged during three week^s of 
intense talks in Mexico. 

Both the government and 'the 
Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front, the rebel army also known as 
llic' FMLN,. have acknowledged in ' 
recent months that a negotiated polit- 
ical solution is the only way to end 
the WOT. which has killed more than 
75.(X)0 people. 

Insurgent chiefs say they must 
keep up military pressure in coming 
weeks or months to win govcrrtmeni 
. concessions in future Iniks; - - 

Bui jhey. privately acknowledge 
' that the armed struggle'has fulfilled~ 
._cnough.of.iis.objcctlYcsJhaUt.would_ 
be. useless to conlliiue for long.

liic accords, the most significant 
in the 12 months of talks, include 
constitutional reforms that would 
subordinate the hugely powerful and 
nearly autonomous military to elect- 
ed civilian authority. 

The reforms include the separation 
of the police . — now a rnililiirized 
force encompassing combat infantry 
battalions — from the Defense Min- 
istry. and the removal of the national 
intelligence agency from military 
control. They would also set up 
mechanisms aimed at ensuring the 
independence of the Judiciary and 
giving it more of (he national budget; 
create an office of a public defender 
for human righist'and seek to guaran- 
tee the impartiality of the Supreme 
Electoral Council. 

The accords also provide for estab- 
lishment of a U.N. -designated com- 
mi^ion to investigate and divulge, 
clrcumstanc^of “grave*acts of vIo'-“ 
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Icnce since 1980. whose effect 
dely makes public knowledge of the 
truth imperative.’’ 

The agreement came little 
than a month after nationwide 
hicipal an^ legistalive elections that 
included the rebels’ tacit participa- 
tion through a coalition of moderate 
leftist panics. The rebels* participa 
(ion in (he voting marked a water 
shed in the war.. 

The leftist coalition did surprising 
ly well, winning seats in the national 
legislature for -the -first lime 
1977. 

The two sides , committed them 
selves to resuming negotiations 
the second half of May. 

The proposed reforms were being 
studied by the outgoing legislalure. 
whose term—eods Tuesday. They 
were expected to be approved by 
then, for ratification by the new. 
congress to be'lnstalled Wednesday.

.turc comes from the Coiintiy Mu- 
sic Foundation and MCA Record^ 
which promises six more releases 
this spring (featuring the Sons of 
the Pioneers, the Carter Family, 
Jimmie Davis, Floyd Tillman and 
— a multi-artistcoUection). 

Most of (he songs in these first 
releases were hits in the *40s, ‘50s 
and ’^s and, in Lynn’s case, the 
‘70s. 

For the casual admirer, Wells is. 
likely to come as the niftiest sur- 
prise. She was honored at the 
Grammy Awards show a ' few 
weeks ago, but without much ex- 
planation of her importance. 

' It was simple — she was (he 
first popular female honkytonker, 
a woman who could hold her own 
with the self-pitying moles who 
rl. -’i,inated the airwaves and juke- 
boxes in the ‘50s.
